WASHINGTON, March 13.—In 4 
surprise message of two sentences, 
President Roosevelt asked Congress 
today to enact beer legislation im- 
mediately. 

Democratic leaders of both Sen- 
ate and House let him know at once 
that they would follow his recom- 
mendation. 

“Vice-President Garner referred 
the message to the Senate Finance 


Committee. 

Speaker Rainey turned it over to 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

The prospect was that within a 
few days both branches would ap- 
prove the legislation and put taxes 
on the beverage aimed to bring in 
$150,000,000 a year toward balanc- 
ing the budget. 

Called at the White House “the 
briefest presidential message in his 
tory,” Roosevelt's 72 words were: 

“I recommend to the Congress 
the passage of legislation for the 
immediate modification of the Vol- 
stead Act, in order to legalize the 
manufacture and sale of beer and 
other beverages of such alcoholic 
content as is permissible under the 
Constitution; and to provide 
through such manufacture and sale, 
by substantial taxes, a proper and 
much-needed revenue for the Gov- 
ernment. 

“I deem action at this time to be 
of the highest importance.”

The President reached his deci- 
sion suddenly to ask for the beer 
measure at this time. It was an 
elemental part of his budget bal- 
ancing program which he hopes to 
put into immediate effect. 

Apparently the decision to pro- 
pose the measure was reached when 
it was realized the House is stand- 
ing by without any business while 
the Senate takes up consideration 
today of the Roosevelt economy 
measure.

Florida Governor Acts as to 
Cermak Assassin—Prison 
Official to Set Exact: Day 
and Hour.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 13. 
—Gov. Sholtz of Florida today 
signed a death warrant calling for 
the electrocution of Giuseppe Zan- 
gara at the State prison at Raiford 
during the week of March 20. 

Zangara, who killed Mayor Anton 
Cermak of Chicago in an unsuccess- 
ful attempt on the life of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, then President-elect, 
has been secretly taken from the 
jail at Miami and lodged in the 
State prison. Heavily armed Na- 
tional Guardsmen have been posted 
at the prison farm. 

Five days before Zangara is to 
die in the electric chair he will be 
placed in the death cell by Super- 
intendent L. F. Chapman of the 
State prison, whose duty it is to set 
the day and hour of the execution.

DETROIT, March 13. — There 
were no unrestricted bank reopen- 
ings in Detroit and Michigan today, 
most of the banks continuing the 
' limited business that has been con- 
ducted since modification of the 
state and national holiday proc- 


lamations. 

A majority of the banks through- 
out the lower peninsula were per- 
mitting withdrawals ranging from 
5 per cent to a flat payment of $10 
or $20. In Detroit the larger 
banks announced a second 5 per 
cent payment if emergency need 
could be established. In the upper 
peninsular banks are so far re- 
moved from Detroit they have not 
been much effected by the bank 
holiday. 

Meanwhile tentative plans were 
proceeding for the establishment of 
a new Detroit bank to handle the 
liquid assets of the First National 
Bank-Detroit, and the Guardian 
National Bank of Commerce. Under 
these plans large depositors would 
raise $5,000,000 to provide the cap- 
ital structure, and the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation would 
take $20,000,000 in preferred stock. 

The plan in many respects is sim- 
lar to the one under which Henry 
and Edsel Ford would have taken 
over the First National and the 
Guardian National, and formed two 
mew banks. This plan was aban- 
doned, following objection by some 
of the larger depositors. The new 
plan would permit the release of 
42277000, 000 in currency, approxi- 
‘mately 30 per cent of the total on 
deposit in the two banks named.

The three banks are 
members of the Federal Reserve 
System. The Cleveland trust is a 
state bank and the others are na- 
tional banks. 

Four state banks, which are not 
members of the Federal Reserve 
System, received permission from 
the State Banking Department at 
Columbus to resume normal opera- 
tions. 

Officers of the Union Trust Co. 
and the Guardian Trust Co., state 
banks which are members of the 
Federal Reserve System, announced 
they had been refused licenses to 
reopen under normal operations but 
would continue operations on a re- 
stricted basis. Under the emer- 
gency banking laws enacted two 
weeks ago by the Ohio Legislature, 
the Union has limited withdrawals 
since then to 5 per cent of de- 
posits and the Guardian to 1 per 
cent. New deposits have been sub- 
ject to no limitation.

ing of checks. I want to tell 
you what has been done in 
the last few days, why it was 
done, and what the next steps 
are going to be. I recognize 
that the many proclamations 
from state capitols and from 
Washington, the legislation, the 
Treasury regulations, etc., 
couched for the most part in 
banking and legal-terms should 
be explained for the benefit of 
the average citizen. 

I owe this in particular be- 
cause of the fortitude and good 
temper with which everybody 
has accepted the inconvenience 
and hardships of the banking 
holiday. I know that when you 
understand whet we in Wash- 
ington have been about I shall 
continue to have your co-opera- 
tion as fully as I have had your 
sympathy and help during th 
past week. : 

Explanation of Banking. 

First of all let me state the 
simple fact that when you de- 
posit money in a bank the bank 
does not put the money into a 
safe deposit vault. It invests 
your money in many different 
forms of credit—bonds, com- 
mercial paper, mortgages and 
many other kinds of loans. In 
other words, the bank puts 
your money to work to keep 
the wheels of industry and of 

‘agriculture turning around. A 
comparatively small part of the 
money you put into the bank 
is kept in currency—an amount 
which in normal times is 
wholly sufficient to cover the 
cash needs of the average citi- 
zen. In other words the total 
amount of all the currency in 
the country is only a small 
fraction of the total deposits in 
all of the banks. 

What, then, happened dur- 
ing the last few days of Febru- 
ary and the first few days of 
March? Because of undermined 
confidence on the part of the 
public, there was a general 
rush by a large portion of our 
population to turn bank de- 
posits into currency or gold— 
a rush so great that the sound- 
est banks could not get 
enough currency to meet the 
demand. The reason for this 
was that on the spur of the 
moment it was, of course, im- 
possible to sell perfectly sound 
assets of a bank and convert 
them into cash except at panic 
prices far below their real 
value, | 

By the afternoon of March 3 
scarcely a bank in the country 
was open to do business. Proc- 
lamations temporarily clos- 
ing them in whole or in part 
had béen issued by the Gover- 
nors in almost all the states. 

Economic Reconstruction. 

It was then that I issued the 
proclamation providing for the 
nation-wide bank holiday, and 
this was the first step in the 
Government’s reconstruction of 
our financial and economic 
fabric. 

The second step was the leg- 
islation promptly and patri- 
otically passed by the Congress 
confirming my proclamation 
and broadening my powers so 
that it becam~” possible in view 
of the requirement of time to 
extend the holiday and lift the 
ban of that holiday gradually. 
This law also gave authority 
to develop a program of re- 
habilitation of our banking fa- 
cilities. I want to tell our citi- 
zens in every part of the na- 
tion that the National Con- 
gress—Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike—showed by this 
action a devotion to public wel- 
fare and a realization of the 
emergency and the necessity 
for speed that it is difficult 
to match in our history. 


dollar worse ; ‘than it was 
when it closed ite’ doors last 
Monday. Neither is any bank 
which may turn cut not to be 
in a position for, immediate 
opening. The n law allows 
the 12 Federal rve Banks 
to issue additional currency on 
good assets and thus the banks 
which reopen be able to 
meet every legitimate call. The 
new currency is being sent out 
by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing in large volume to 
every part of the country. It 
is sound currency because it is 
backed by actual, good assets. 

A question you will ask is 
this—why are all the banks not 
to be reopened at the same 
time? The answer is simply 
your Government does not 
tend that the history of 4 
past few years shall be repeat- 
ed. We do not want and will 
not have another epidemic of 
bank failures. 

As a result we start tomor- 
row, Monday, with the open- 
ing of banks in tne 12 Federal 
Reserve Bank cities those 
banks which on first examina- 
tion by the Treasury have al- 

been found to be all 
right. This will ba followed on 
Tuesday by the resumption of 
all their functions by banks 
already found to be sound in 
cities where there are recog- 
nized Clearing Houses. That 
means about 250 cities of the 
| United States. 

Why Period Is Extended. 

On Wednesday and succeed- 
ing days banks in smaller places 
all through the country will re- 
sume business, subject, of 
course, to the Government’s 
physical ability to complete its 
survey. It is necessary that 
the reopening of banks be ex- 
tended over a period in order 
to permit the banks to make 
applications for necessary loans, 
to obtain currency needed to 
meet their requirements and to 
enable the Government to 
make common sense check-ups. 

Provision for State Banks. 

Let me make it clear to you 
that if your bank does not open 
the first day you are by no 
means justified in believing 
that it will not open. A bank 
that opens on one of the sub- 
sequent ddys is in exactly the 
same status. as the bank that 
opens tomorrow. 

L know that many. people are 
‘worrying about state banks not 
members of the Federal Re- 
serve System. These banks can 
and will receive assistance 
from member banks and 
from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. These state 
banks are following the same 
course as the national banks 
except that they get their li- 
censes to resume business from 
the state authorities, and these 
authorities have been asked by 
the Secretary of the Treasury 
to permit their good banks to 
open up on the same schedule 
as the national banks. I am 
confident that the State Bank- 

ing Departments will be as care- 
ful as the national Government 
in the policy relating to the 
opening of banks, and will fol- 
low the same broad policy. 
Banks Safer Than Mattress. 

It is possible that when the 
banks resume a very few peo- 
ple who have not recovered 
from their fear may again be- 
gin withdrawals. Let me make 
it clear that the banks will 
take care of all needs—and it 
is my belief that hoarding dur- 
ing the past week has become 
an exceedingly unfashionable 
pastime. It needs no prophet 
to tell you that wher, the peo- 
ple find that they can get their 


money—that they can get it

operation of the public—on its 
intelligent support and use of 
a reliable system. 3 

Remember that the essential | 
accomplishment of the new 
legislation is that it makes it 
possible for banks more readily 
to convert their assets into 
cash than was the case before. 
More liberal provision has been 
made for banks to borrow on 
these assets at the Reserve 
banks and more liberal provi- 
sion has also been made for 
issuing currency on the secur- 
ity of these good assets, This 
currency is not fiat currency. 
It is issued only on adequate 
security—and every good bank 
has an abundance of such se- 
curity. 

Nothing Radical in Process. 

One more point before I close. 
There will be, of course, some 
banks unable to reopen without 
being reorganized. The new 
law allows the Government to 
assist in these reorgan- 
izations quickly and effectively 
and even allows the Govern- 
ment to subscribe to at least 
a part of new capital which 
may be required. 

I hope you can see from this 
elemental recital of what your 
Government is doing that there 
is nothing complex or radical 
in the process. 

We had a bad banking situa- 
tion. Some of our bankers had 
shown themselves either incom- 
petent or dishonest in their 
handling of the people’s funds. 
They had used the money en- 
trusted to them in speculations 
and unwise loans. This was, of 
course, not true in the vast ma- 
jority of our banks, but it was 
true in enough of them to 
shock the people for a time into 
a sense of insecurity and to prt 
them into a frame of mind 
where they did not differenti- 
ate, but seemed to assume that 
the a¢ts of a comparative few 
had tainted them all. It was 
the Government’s job to 
straighten out this situation, 
and do it as quickly as possible 
—and the job is being per- 
formed. 


I do not promise you that 
every bank will be reopened or 
that individual losses will not 
be suffered, but there will be 
no losses that possibly could be 
avoided; and there would hax } 
been more and greater losse 
had we continued to drift. 
can even promise you salvatio, ; 
for some at least of the sorely 
pressed banks. We shall be en- 
gaged not merely in reopening 
sound banks, but in the crea- 
tion of sound banks through re 
organization. * 

Nation’s Note of Confidence, 

It has been wonderful to me 
to catch the note of confidence 
from all over the country. I 
can never be sufficiently grate- 
ful to the people for the loyal 
support they have given me in 
their acceptance of the judg- 
ment that has dictated our 
course, even though all our 
processes may not have seemed 
clear to them. 

After all, there is an element 
in the readjustment of our 
financial system more impor- 
tant than currency, more im- 
portant than gold, and that is 
the confidence of the people. 
Confidence and courage are the 
essentials of success in carrying 
out our plan. You people must 
have faith; you must not be 
stampeded by rumors or 
guesses. Let us unite in ban- 
ishing fear. We have provided 
the machinery to restore our 
financial system; it is up to 
you to support and make it 
work. 

It is your problem no less 
than it is mine. Together we 
cannot fail.

fairly strong earthquake was 
felt here at 5:18 a. m., today. The 
shock came a few moments after 
Henry Ufen, 45 years old, of Los 
Angeles,.the one hundred and nine- 
teenth victim, died at the General 


Hospital. 

Ufen was injured last Friday 
night when bricks showering down 
from a building here knocked him 
into the street in the path of an 
automobile, which struck him. 

The Long Beach Police Depart- 
ment reported that some slight 
damage occurred today. A section 
of cornice on a large department 
store crashed to the street but no 
one was injured. 

“Pretty Strong” at Pasadena. 

In Pasadena, police said “it felt 
pretty strong but no damage has 
been reported.” 

The tremor was of sufficient viol- 
ence in Ingléwood to awaken 
sleeping residents. In San Pedro, it 
was described as “pretty heavy.” 

Huntington Park police reported 
loosened bricks on the sides of the 
police station rained down outside, 
during this morning’s tremor. A“

fell, 

A storeroom wall collapsed on 
the ninth floor of the Los Angeles 
City Hall. Police said the room

Reports today show 20 persons 
still missing and 5000 injured, of 
whom 1000 are in hospitals. Prop-

Between 4 a. m. yesterday, when 
the thirty-fifth major disturbance 
occurred, and the shock early to- 
day, only one tremor of more than 
passing intensity was felt. It 
came at 8:33 p. m, yesterday, but 
authorities. said it added nothing 
to the. widespread -wreckage. 

In the piles of twisted wreckage 
which have not deen explored 
searchers thought other bodies 
were hidden, and they considered it 
likely that the dead would total 
about 125. 

Although the unidentified dead 
had been reduced to 10, che ad- 
dresses of a considerably larger 
group, or the names of their rela- 
tives, had not been learned. This 
also was true among the seriously 
injured. 

Swamped With Inquiries. 

The element of doubt put an ad- 
ditional strain on relief workers in 
the form of countless inquiries from 
distant relatives concerning the 
safety of their kin. By telephone 
and telegraph these poured in from 
every state. 

Officials thought the press of 
medical attention would be past late 
today and they would be able to 
turn their efforts toward accumu- 
lating accurate information about 
sufferers.

Proclamation of the President

States, will reopen for business under date of 

March 1[3th, 1933. This reflects the judgment of 
Federal Reserve authorities and Secretary of 
Treasury Woodin in the soundness of these insti- 

tutions and further assures that these banks can 

obtain sufficient currency from the Federal 

Reserve Bank to pay their deposits. 


Bank depositors have been patient and cour- 
ageous in their attitude since the moratorium 
was declared by President Roosevelt, and we 
hope upon the reopening of the banks they will 
have in mind that there is accumulated ten days 
of banking operations and that the mechanical 
erid of handling the business will, of necessity, be 
materially restricted and not move as smoothly 
or as rapidly as under ordinary conditions.

Ritchie lasi night, sent this tele- 
gram to the President: “I earnestly: 
and respectfully appeal w you to de- 
clare for equality of treatment for 
the state banks in your broadcast 
tonight.” 

Text of Statement. 
Following is the Governor's state- 
ment: 

“I am in hearty accord with 
President Roosevelt and the na- 
tional administration in their ef- 
forts to relieve the banking crisis, 
but I feel it my duty to call atten- 
tion to the effect which the law en- 


acted Thursday as interpreted of-- 


ficially is almost certain to have 
upon the State banks. 

“There are more than 7000 State 
banks in the country, with over 50 
per cent of the deposits of the na- 
tion. f 

„Nearly 200 such banks are in 
my own State of Maryland, and to 
their hundreds of thousands of city 
and county depositors I owe the 
duty of speaking plainly in what 
I believe is a critical emergency for 
them. 

“The new Federal currency pro- 
vided by the Federal law is solely 
for the benefit of the national 
banks and the Federal Reserve 
member banks. The State banks 
are even excluded from applying 
to the Federal Reserve banks di- 
rect for the use of the new cur- 


rency, except for 90-day loans on 


Government bonds, which privilege 
applies to all corporations and in- 
dividuals.

been issued. 

The text of the new regulations 
issued last night follows: 

“Regulation No. 19. Except as 
otherwise prohibited by law, bank- 
ing institutions may exercise their 
normal and usual functions in per- 
mitting substitution for or release 
of collateral held by them, provid- 
ed other collateral o cash of equal 
or greater value is received in ex- 
change therefor.” 

“Regulation 20. All Federal Re- 
serve banks and their branches and 
agencies may open March 13, 1933, 
and may remain open for the per- 
formance of all usual and normal 
banking functions except as pro- 
hibited by the executive order is- 
sued by the President on March 10, 
1933, and any further orders or reg- 
ulations hereafter issued.” | 

“Regulation 21. Banking insti- 
tutions which are not members of 
the Federal Reserve System or or- 
ganized under the laws of the Unit- 
ed States and which are not un- 
der the immediate supervision of 
any state authority may, on or af- 
ter March 13, 1933, carry on their 
normal and ysual functions except 
as otherwise prohibited and except 
that no such institution shall pay 
out any gold coin, gold bullion or 
gold certificates, unless authorized 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
nor allow withdrawal of any cur- 
rency for hoarding, nor engage ‘n 
any transaction in foreign ex- 
change except such as may be un- 
dertaken for legitimate and normal 
business requirements, for reason- 


able traveling and other personal 
requirements, and for fulfillment 
of contracts entered into prior to 
March 6, 1933.” 

“Regulation number 22. All Fed- 


eral ‘Land Banks, Federal Interme 


diate Credit Banks, Joint Steck 
Land Banks, Federal Home Loan 
Banks, Regional Agricultural Cred- 
it Corporations, and the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation -are 
hereby permitted to open at 9 
o clock a. m. Monday, March 13, 
1933. to perform their usual bank- 
ing functions except to the extent 
prohibited by the executive order 
of the President of the United 
States, issued March 10, 1933, by 
Federal or state law, or as 
hereafter be limited or prohibited 
by regulations promulgated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

“This permission, as to each of 
the foregoing banking institutions, 
may be revoked in whole or in part 


by the Secretary of the Treasury; 


at any time, and is granted as to 
each such institution upon the ex- 
press condition that such institu- 
tion shall deliver, within 30 days 
from the date hereof, to the Trea- 
surer of the United States, or to a 
Federal Reserve Bank, or a Fed- 
eral Reserve Branch Bank of the 
district in which it is located, all 
gold coin, gold bullion and gold cer- 
tificates owned by it, and receive 
payment in credit or in other forms 
of coin or in currency.”

The bill pending in the Missouri 
Legislature for the nomination of 
judicial candidates by convention

GREAT MAYAN CAPITAL 
FOUND DEEP IN JUNGLE 


Mexican Archeologist Partly 
Explores Calakmul Which 
Flourished in 731 A. D.

Partial exploration of Calakmul, 12 


century-old capital of the Mayan 
Empire, was reported yesterday by 
Enrique Juan Palacios, archeologist 
of the Department of Education, 
who was sent to the ruins about a 
month ago when scientists of the 
Carnegie Institute reported the dis- 
covery of the city. 

Calakmul, Palacios said, is one of 
the oldest and perhaps the largest 
of the ancient Mayan capitals. Be- 


cause of dense jungle growth, he 
said, it proved impossible for him 
to determine the true extent of the 
city, but he said he counted 15 
pyramids, a large number of obe- 
lisks and hundreds of pillars and 
slabs of stone forming a 1 
of smaller structures. 

The date on one of the larger 
pillars was March 14, 731, A. D., 
when translated into the modern 
system of reckoning time, Palacios 
said. 

He said the carving on the pyra- 
mids and obelisks was of exquisite 
and expert design and workman- 
ship. 

The ruins are about 231 miles 
south of the city of Campeche, in 
an entirely uninhabited region, and 
are extremely difficult to reach. 
Palacios expressed the opinion that 
the city was one of those reported 
by Col. Charles A. Lindbergh when 
he made an exploration flight over 
that stretch of jungle three years 


ago. 

Leaders of the Carnegie expedi- 
tion who have been excavating at 
Chichen Itza, Yucatan, have sought 
Calakmul as the site of an older 
Mayan civilization. 

The Mayas, a wandering tribe, 
frequently abandoned well-built 
cities and laid out new. communi- 
ties in the heart of the jungle.

Major-General Heijiro Hattori's 
brigade, which worked southward 
to the wall from Lingyuan, in 
Central Jehol Province, engaged in 
yesterday's battle.

The Hattori brigade, which has 
been taking wall garrisons along 
the south central border of Jehol 
while other Japanese brigades 
cleaned up to the east and west, en- 
gaged in its second big battle in 
five days. Several thousand Chi- 
nese casualties and 64 Japanese 
killed and wounded were reported 
in its battle last Thursday 25 miles 
south of Wukungfu.

Chinese Admit Japanese Have Cap- 
tured Kupeikow.

PEIPING, China, March 13. — 
Chinese official sources confirmed

Russia and the League. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

USSIA’S refusal to co-operate with 

the League of Nations on the Man- 
churian question is exactly what might 
have been expected. England and France 
(who really are the League), very reluc- 
tantly decided to act in this matter at 
all. It was the smaller nations of the 
League which forced it to adopt its pres- 
ent attitude condemnatory of Japan. 
Russia feels that the Powers merely wish 
to use her to serve their own ends. 

Whose fault was it that Japan has run 
amuck, as drunk with power as Germany 
was in 1914? Would this have been the 
case had England and France—princi- 
pally England—made as vigorous and sin- 
cere protests in September, 1931, as did 
America? Hardly. Then, if ever, was 
the time for England to act, to declare 
an arms embargo against Japan if she 
really disapproved of her policy, which 
she obviously did not. 

Did the Western Powers with rival in- 
terests in Manchuria mean to spur Japan 
ahead and embroil her in a war with 
Russia, so that they could then step in 
when these two countries were exhausted 
with the conflict and dictate the terms 
of peace? If such was their intention, 
Russia has sidetracked it by remaining 
passive to all Japanese provocations. 

Anything at all is possible in this new- 
est theater of war—the Orient. China, the 
canny, might be lying down on the defen- 
sive job, relying upon the rivalry of the 
Powers to save her from further Jap- 
anese aggression. The East is aflame, 
and its awakening dates from the defeat 
of a white nation, Russia, in 1904, by 
Japan, which had an alliance with En- 
gland. In her frenzied determination to 
safeguard India against imaginary Rus- 
sian encroachments, England fought the 
Slavic nation again and again and 
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| CONVENTIONS AND PRIMARIES. 
The lower house of the Missouri Legislature has 

passed a bill which would take nominations for the 

judiciary out of the primaries and put them into 

‘conventions. The author of the bill is Representa- 

tive McMillan Lewis, one of three members of the 


| St. Louis delegation to support the State bar bill. 


We agree with Mr. Lewis and with the lower 
branch of the Assembly that as things stand the 
judiciary is soiled by descending into the cockpit 
of politics. So is every other function of government 
sdiled by déscending into the cockpit of politics when 
politics is as demoralized as it has been in the United 
States since the World War. It will not improve the 
judiciary in Missouri to take it out of the primaries 
and put it into conventions. Conventions cannot de- 
tach themselves from political decadence, and they 
will be just as bad as the primaries. a 

Presumably, to make the judiciary appointive is 
the best safeguard; but not even this can rise above 
the morals of a saffron time. We have innumerable 
proofs of it. Even Mr. Hoover, at the apex of the 
political pyramid, could appoint Judge Parker to the 
United States Supréme bench, an appointment which 
the Senate indignantly rejected. He also tried to 
make Judge Wilkerson, whose injunction in the case 
rof the railroad shopmen drove both the major politi- 
cal parties to declare against such abuses, a Judge 
of the Federal Court of Appeals. The Senate also 
stopped that. 

It would, in our opinion, be much wiser to stick 
by the primary system until society improves its 
morale. The primary has made the United States 
Senate, once the biggest puppet show in the world, 
the greatest of all public forums. We owe to it 
such men as Norris and Borah. Except for it, the 
one would be raising sugar beets in Nebraska and 
the other would be trying divorce cases in Boise. A 
couple of robots would click and vote yes in the seats 
of the mighty. 

Society will improve its morale. It did so after 
the Civil War. It will do so after the World War. 
The effect of war is to break down the character of 
a nation. Nations are like individuals, warmed by 
the same sun, chilled by the same cold. Society is 
the sum of all its units. If we are recreant, so is 
society recreant. It is not necessary to drink all of 
the water in the sea to discover it is salt, nor is its 
taste in one part unlike its taste in another. 

In the regeneration which we must achieve if we 
are not to go into a perpetual decline, we will need 
the primaries. If we do not preserve them now, we 
will have to restore them then. The convention had 
its trial. It was a device of privilege and corrup- 
tion. It placed in public places more mountebanks 
and whited sepulchers than any other political ruse 
in history. It was the convention system that ar- 
rested the political development of the states. When 
an honest man arose in one of the states, as La Fol- 
lette arose in Wisconsin, his arch-enemy was the con- 
vention. Its skullduggery was opposed to every prin- 
ciple of good government. Its delegates were the 
emissaries of privilege. 

To go back to the convention in politics would be 
comparable to going back to the ox cart in transpor- 
tation. The Missouri Legislature can best serve the 
people of Missouri by seeking to arrest social decay. 
The State bar bill, which the Legislature has refused 
to pass, offers a means of arresting social decay. 
What good does it do us to deal with consequences 
while we neglect causes? To pass the convention bill

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QUESTIONS FOR THE CRISIS. 

Has the ascendency of business to the place of 
pre-eminent leadership destroyed most of our chances 
for enlightened statesmanship? Why, after all, 
should our fate be different from that of Rome? 
Harold J. Laski, one of the world’s leading thinkers, 
in his new book, “Democracy in Crisis,” puts these 
questions with deep forebodings. 

An unequal society—one in which the few acquire 
great wealth at the expense of the many—always 
contains within itself the seeds of its own dissolution, 
he reminds us. Wordsworth, Carlyle, John Stuart 
Mill, Matthew Arnold and others, each in his time, 
surveyed the changes being wrought by the Indus. 
trial Revolution and sounded that very warning. The 
social and economic breakdown in which the world 
finds itself today is an inheritance which was to 
have been expected, Prof. Laski says. It is the out- 
come of a century’s unwillingness to give serious 
heed to the warnings of the men who knew. 

Prof. Laski is not a pessimist. He merely sees 
with the far-ranging eye of the historian. He looks 
on the sorry scene of the present in terms of the 
past and what the present might be had the reliable 
signposts been followed. The piling up of wealth 
became society’s chief concern—that and its con- 
comitant, the acquisition of the power to dominate. 
Justice as an inherent consequence would take care 
of itself. Such a plan was doomed to failure, as 
such plans have been doomed in every age. 

“What we forgot,” says Prof. Laski, “is that so- 
cieties are not bound together by material conquests; 
their unity is found in equal devotion to a common 
idea, Fellowship does not endure in states disfig- 
ured by such sharp contrasts as those which have 
deprived us of an equal interest in their operation.” 
This lesson was written plainly on the wall, yet so- 
ciety read it with unseeing eyes, if indeed it read it 
at all. To quote again the author of this command- 
ing book: “We made the little immediate generaliza- 
tions of our sudden hour of unwonted wealth uni- 
versals to be protected by that blind passion which 
refuses to meditate upon their outcome.” 

It is not too late. From the wreckage of the pres- 
ent can arise the new society, so fashioned as to 
spread to all mankind the blessings of our marvelous 
civilization. It requires that which has so long been 
withheld—the sacrifice of the holders of great eco- 
nomic power in the interests of the common good, 
indeed, in the interests of their own preservation. 

We stand where the world has stood before. We 
have ignored past warnings. Will we heed the warn- 
ings of the present hour? If the nineteenth century 
turned a deaf ear to Wordsworth, Carlyle, Mill and 
Arnold, will the twentieth fail to act on the warn- 
ings of its own Carlyles and Mills? 

History is against the.selection of the intelligent 
course, and that accounts for Prof. Laski’s somber 
mood. Yet, as he so well says, “Men who ignore the 
tragedies of the past have only themselves to blame if 
thereby they make the tragedies of the future.” From 
that realization can come the dawn of the new world.

VENTS have proved that Bryan was 
E ncht on the bimetallic money ques- 
tion and that James A. Reed was also 
right on the League of Nations and 
World War debt issues. 

When England was the world’s chief 
cred@Mtor, she abandoned bimetalism, de- 
monetized silver and made all interna- 
tional obligations payable in gold, after 
she had grabbed the South African gold 
mines, which were, and still are, pro- 
ducing over one-half of the world's new 
gold, But when we have become the 
world’s chief creditor, she abandpns the 
gold standard and is now paying her 
pound sterling obligations in paper 
money, which has thus far depreciated 
30 per cent from par. Her World War 
gold indebtedness to the people of the 
United States she is now trying to cancel 
altogether, to enable the international 
bankers to collect their private loans in 
Europe. 257 

But when Congress was reducing her 
full indebtedness to us 20 per cent, she 
declined to consider our Senator Reed's 
proposal that, in return for this conces- 
sion, she transfer to us her fortified pos- 
sessions in the Caribbean Sea, which are 
a constant menace to our Panama and 
proposed Nicaragua canals. She would 
not deviate from her historic policy of 
grabbing all and giving nothing. 

Now our Government is inflicting En- 
gland's abandoned single gold standard 
on all debtors, public and private. All 
debts must be paid in gold value, which 
our Government has arbitrarily fixed at 
$20.67 per ounce, although all real neces- 
sities of life, with which debts must be 
paid, have declined relatively, in recent 
years, from one-half to two-thirds in gold 
value. Bryan's prophetic voice is heard 
again: “You shall not press down on the 
brow of labor this crown of thorns. You 
shall not crucify mankind on a cross of 
gold.” 

A sane revision of the monetary stand- 
ard, by international agreement, if pos- 
sible, or by ourselves, if not, will be the 
first important step necessary to eco- 
nomic recovery and universal prosperity. 
Other reforms are bound to follow.

Those were figures with a punch which “Taxpayer” 
submitted in the letter column the other day. They 
showed that gas, electric and telephone bills, in five 
instances, exceeded personal and estate taxes, and 
the writer compared the three utility services with 
what the citizens receive for their taxes. 

We rail about the inefficiency and extravagance 
of government, and consign politicians as a class to 
perdition, but if the functions performed by the State 
were administered by private interests for profit, at 
the present price scale of privately managed public 
utilities, the cost would simply be beyond the peo- 
ple’s means. 

The wave of deflation that has rolled destructively 
across the world of values and prices has scarcely 
touched rates of the privately operated public util- 
ities. Those enterprises are going along at pretty 
much the same tariffs that prevailed in the heyday 
of prosperity. They were then collecting “all the 
traffic will bear.” Today they are collecting more 
than the traffic can bear, more than can be justified 
by any system of accounting, or by any sophistry. 
They are exercising a special taxing privilege in a 
period of universal distress. 

That is what they are doing today. But after to- 
day there is, in the words of Macbeth, “tomorrow 
and tomorrow and tomorrow.” 
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THE FINAL DEBUNKING. 

The latest batch of shattered illusions from the 
historical debunking factory is a formidable lot. Is- 
sued by John Hyde Preston, American historian, 
they push July 4 off the calendar as the nation’s 
birthday and substitute July 2; they consign Betsy 
Ross to fiction and the Liberty Bell to the scrap iron 
heap; they disparage the character of the Colonial 
army and the fighting ability of its red-coat op 
ponents, The rewriting of our history has been going 
on in this fashion for a long time. Looking ahead a 
few years, the iconoclast’s history of the Revolution 
will read something like this: 

“George Washington, the noted British spy, clumsi- 
ly prolonged the war for seven years, although King 
George III, the ardent American patriot, wanted to 
give the colonies their liberty after two months. Ad-

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WHAT DO THE SENATE LAWYERS THINK? 


The Missouri Senate consists of 34 members. 
Twenty, or three more than half of them, are law- 
yers. Since the Senate has not had a chance to vote 
on the State bar bill, there is no record of their opin- 
ion of this most important social reform. 

However, it is only fair to infer that opinion among 
lawyers in the Senate is similar to that of lawyers in 
the House. When the bill lost by the narrow margin 
of five votes in the lower branch, it was supported | 
by 24 lawyer members and opposed by only five law- 
yer members. Several Representatives who are law- 
yers and favor the bill were unfortunately absent. 

If the Senate lawyers are of the same mind as 
their lawyer colleagués in the House, it means that 
the opinion of the great majority of lawyers in the 
Legislature is being ignored in the consideration of a 
bill designed to purify their profession. 

It is true that the Senate Judiciary Committee is 
composed of lawyers and that it has not seen fit to 
report the bill out. This.does not prove that the 
majority of the Senate lawyers are opposed to it. It 
only proves that an unscrupulous and powerful mi- 
nority in the legal profession of Missouri is doing all 
it can to kill the State bar bill. : 

The Senate Judiciary Committee holds its weekly 
meeting tomorrow afternoon. It has already delayed 
action longer than can be justified. Let us find out 
how the lawyers. in the Senate feel about it. Let us 
find out the opinion of the entire Senate. 

The least the committee can do is to report. un- 
favorably and thus give the bill’s proponents in the 
Senate a chance to muster their strength, as advo- 
cates of the utility appliance bill did in the House.

years, three billions in debts have been can- 
celed by bank failures; two billions by do- 
mestic bond defaults, another billion by 
foreign bond defaults, and at least two bil- 
lions by commercial failures. Many billions 
have been wiped out through extra-judicial 
commercial compositions, evaporated equi- 
ties in real estate and corporate securities. 
Many billions more must follow. 

Why not carry forward this process in a 
deliberate and selective manner? Maybe 
you think this is preposterous. But it is 
not in the least. How will it work? Here 
are a few examples: 

A great railroad has property valued in 
1929 at $280,000,000. It is not worth more 
than $190,000,000 today, if that. But it owes 
$190,000,000 in bonds and preferred stocks. 
It must pay profits to those security cred- 
itors, whether it makes profits or not. It is 
not making the profits. Congress should 
pass a simple, administrative receivership 
law which will permit that and other rail- 
roads to reorganize and reduce their ridieu- 
lous capitalizations. The railroads would 
emerge healthier for themselves, their cred- 
itors and the country. But instead, the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation has been 
paying the interest on the bonds for that 
railroad—pushing it further into debt. 

Next, the United Gas Corporation has writ- 
ten down its capital structure by seme 
$100,000,000—voluntarily. The United Fruit 
Co. has cut its asset valuation by $50,000,000. 


This should be practiced on a wide scale. 


But care should be exercised in reorganiza- 
tions that they are properly supervised in 
the interests of investors and the public. 

* 


Next, a large independent manufacturer 
in New York owing his creditors $1,250,000 
called them together. “I am making a good 
profit now,” he told them. “But it is being 
devoured by the payment on these debts. If 
I attempt payments for another month, I 
will go into bankruptcy and you will get 5 
cents on the dollar. But you will lose 
customer. If you will take 5 cents on the 
dollar voluntarily, I can continue in business 
and pay my current bills promptly and keep 
400 men at work.” That settlement was 
made. Instead of a failure, we now have 
a prosperous producer. 

Business creditors should study their 
trades and organize such liquidations on a 
vast scale, Dr. H. Parker Willis, author of 
the Federal Reserve act and an authority 


on banking, has just publicly called upon . 
banks to cancel hundreds of millions of 


debts by just writing them off.

For unless widespread, or- 
derly, selective liquidation takes place in this 
way, we will have debt cancelation, first by 
bankruptcies and then by currency inflation. 

Now, having abolished some 50 or 60 bil- 
lion dollars in debt to get out of the 
hole, we must create some immediately 
expendable income. This we must do by 
going back into debt. For without debt the 
capitalistic system cannot exist. But the 


new debts must be wholly for useful public 


improvements which we actually need, and 
there must be no 20 or 30 or 50-year bonds 
to finance them. They must be debts which 
we propose to pay within & reasonable time. 


Having climbed out of the hole, what 
form, then, should this New Capitalism 
take? We must learn to produce income 
and then how to distribute it. We must 
learn to eliminate abnormal profits and 
to limit .unnecessary debt, To do that, 
we must look into our system to find the 
devices which produce these excessive prof- 
its and debts. And we must then dismantle 
these devices. What are they? 

They are our corporation laws, our specu- 
lative machinery and our banking system. 

I do not attack the corporation. It is a 
useful instrument. It can be used to assemble

Speculation in securities should be abol- 
ished. Security speculation, I am convinced. 
serves no useful economic purpose. It is a 
source of limitless economic evil.

Frank Frisch, star infielder of

In a telephone conversation today 
with the Post-Dispatch from his 
home in New Rochelle, N. T., 
Frisch stated that he did not like 
the way the contract was drawn. 
He was reticent about the exact 
figures. 

“I have always had the reputa- 
tion of being a hustling ballplayer 
and a winning one,” Frank assert- 
ed, “and I’m not bragging when I 
say that. You know it as well as 
I do. And I don’t think any of the 
Cardinal players has given that out- 
fit better service than I have. 

“Since I have been with the club 
we have won three pennants and 
we should have won another. 

“Another thing, all this crying 
about how bad business conditions 
are isn’t going to help anything. 
Hockey, basketball and boxing are 
all drawing well in New York, and 
so far as baseball is concerned, any 
team which is winning will draw 
crowds next summer. Besides,

HREE HUNDRED THOUSAND 
T American girls, 3110 of whom : e- 

side in St. Louis and 8t, Louis 
County, have straighter shoulders, 
broader smiles and a new feeling of 
responsibility today because they 
ere Girl Scouts and their organiza- 
tion has come of age. The birthday 
is being generally observed through- 
out the country all this week. 


Twenty-one years ago yesterday 
Juliette Low summoned eight girls 
to her home in Savannah, Ga., and 
interested them in the formation of 
a patrol which was the nucleus of 
the Girl Scouts of America. Since 
that time more than a million girls 
between the ages of 10 and 18 years 
have held up their right hands and 
promised to observe the 10 Girl 
Scout laws. 

Six years later the Girl Scout 
movement reached St. Louis. A 
group of Camp Fire girls who met 
at St. Phillip’s Episcopal Church 
obtained a Girl Scout handbook and 
decided that they would form a 
troop, Miss Jean Badger consent- 
ed to be the leader and Troop One 
of the Girl Scouts here came into 
existence. Shortly afterward Mrs, 
George M. Bishop assumed leader- 
ship of the troop and still has 
charge of it, although it has since 
moved to the Pilgrim Congrega- 
tional Church, 

Of the first St. Louis Girl Scouts 
several have continued active inter- 
est in the work. Mrs. F. H. Skelly, 
a daughter of Mrs. Bishop, is field 
captain of the county district. Her 
sister, Miss Gertrude Bishop, is 
oo. of Troop One. Miss 

orothy Wood is captain of Troop 
Three and Miss Helen Jones, cap- 
tain of Troop 27, both of the Pil- 
grim Congregational Church, and 
Miss Inez Allender is captain of 
Troop 11 of the Clinton School. 

Today there are 143 registered 
Girl Scout Troops in St, Louis and 
St. Louis County besides 12 packs 
of Brownies, girls between 7 and 
10 years old who can’t wait until 
their tenth birthday to be tender- 
foot scouts, Churches, schools, 
playgrounds, settlements and other 
organizations throughout every 
section of the city and county are 
sponsoring groups and assisting 
girls through the varied Scouting 
programs to learn in what direc- 
tion their individual talents lie, 
to develop these talents to the best 
of their ability, to find adventure 
in the performance of simple tasks, 
and to experience the thrill of com- 
panionship with girls of their own 
age. 


To the uninitiated, a Girl Scout 
may seem te be a girl who merely 
wears a certain uniform and who 
does a good turn every day. But 
to the women who give their time 
and efforts to direct Girl Scout 
work and to the girls themselves 
who merit membership, being a 
Girl Scout is genuine fun. 

* * * 


HERE are the meetings and 
self-planned parties in the 
quaint little house on Marnolia 
avenue which is the Girl Scouts’ 
headquarters There are the class- 
es in every phase of activity from 
learning how to bathe a baby to 
determining the classification of 
rocks. There are the weeks spend 
during the summer at Cedarledge, 
the Girl Scout Camp of 258 acres 
near Pevely, Mo. And there is al- 
ways the pride in living up to the 
Girl Scout laws—to be trustworthy, 
loyal, helpful, friendly, courteous, 
cheerful, kind to animals, thrifty, 
obedient, and clean in thought, 
word and deed. The Girl Scout 
Motto is Be Prepared” and the 
program outlined for Girl Scouts 
keeps this motto always in mind, 
Interest in Girl Scouting here 
has become so great that the work 
has been divided into four dis- 
tricts—West, South, North Central, 
and County with a field captain in 
charge of each district, and a dis- 


trict committee to advise each one. 


A council composed of prominent 
women is an advisory board. Mrs. 
Frank M. Mayfield is chairman of 
the organization, or commissionér 
as the chairman is called. 

Besides the development in the 
regular Girl Scout troops in the St. 
Louis district, executives are espe- 
cially proud of the advancement in 
extension groups. St. Louis leads 
the country in the number of these 
extension, or special troops, there 
being five, one located at each of 
the following places: Shriners’ 
Hospital for Crippled Children, 
Central Institute for the Deaf, 
Missouri School for the Blind, 
Gallaudet School and Michael 
School. 

The program for these extension 
troops ig much the same as that 
used by the regular troops, and it 
is interesting to learn that the 
Michael School Troop won first 
prize for singing in a recent West 
End Rally. Mrs. Louis Burlingham, 
a member of the National Gir] 


Scout Board, is in charge of the 
extension troop work here, Mrs. 
Guy Oliver, a past commissioner, 
of the St. Louis City and County 
Girl Scouts, is in charge of inter- 
racial groups of which there are 
seven. 

Discussing the development of the 
Girl.Scouts organization here Miss 
Ruth Adele Sampson, who for five 
years has been the director, com- 
ments upon the growth of adult 
interest. 

“We have more than 1000 adult 
volunteer workers at the present 
time,” said Miss Sampson. “This 
number includes volunteer leaders, 
assistants, troop committee mem- 
bers and teachers of classes in dif- 
ferent activities.” ;

Ways to Prepare 
Onions Tastefully 


NIONS can be ag delicate as 
you like, and on many occa~- 
sions can become really quite 
de luxe dinner vegetables. 

Onion rings will always be so- 
cially acceptable to beef steak. Cut 
a large Bermuda onion into thin 


and stand for one-half hour. Drain 
and dry ind stand for minutes 
in diluted evaporated milk, sea- 
soned with salt, pepper and @ dash 
of cayenne. 

Remove, and dust lightly with. 
flour. Fry until brown in hot deep 
fat. Drain on a sheet of brown 
paper. Garnish steak with them. 

Onions stuffed with anchovy 
paste make a distinctive luncheon 
dish when the card club meets at 
your house. This recipe serves six. 

Skin six medium-sized Bermuda 
onions and parboil in salted water 
for 12 minutes. Drain. (Save the 
water for soup.) When cool, cut 
out center making a thin-skinned 
onion case for the stuffing. 

Mix together one small jar of an- 
chovy paste, the mashed yolks of 
two hard-boiled eggs, three tadle- 
spoons of grated breadcrumbs, one 
tablespoon finely chopped parsley, 
one tablespoon finely chopped cel- 
ery and three tablespoons of melt- 
ed butter. Stuff the onion shells. 
Dust tops with paprika. Bake in 
hot oven for 15 minutes. Serve on 
rounds of buttered toast, very ho’. 

Glazed white onions are a nice 
addition to the dinner. One pound 
of small onions will feed six. Peel 
the onions and boi! for five min- 
utes. Drain, then boil again un- 
til tender in salted water. 

Drain and dry well. Melt four 
tablepoons of butter in a saucepan, 
add three tablespoons of sugar, 
and then turn in the boiled onions, 
Cook over a iow flame until the 
onions are glazed. Shake gently 
frequently. 

Onion sauce makes a luxurious 
addition to many fish dishes. 

To make one pint, chop a large 
onion fine, Melt three tablespoons 
of butter in a saucepan and brown 
the chopped onions in it, Add one 
teaspoon of celery salt, and sift 
in two tablespoons of flour. Mix 
well. 

Then slowly add one cup of sour 
cream. Blend thoroughly, then pour 
in one and a half cups of hot wa- 
ter. Season with salt, pepper, pa- 
prika and one teaspoon of Worces- 
tershire sauce. Place in double 
boiler and cook for one-half hour. 
To brighten up boiled brisket of 
beef, it has no equal,

Starting Stopped Hearts 

HE idea of bringing the dead 
T pact to life is an extremely ap- 

pealing one. , 

If the term dead is used in its ab- 
solute sense, then it can be said 
with no uncertaintly that the re- 
vival of such an individual is un- 
known to science, but if by dead 
is meant merely a suspension of 
animation, then revival is possible 
and many such instances are on 
record. 


The suspension of animation as 
seen in the cessation of the beating 
of the heart is a fairly common oc- 
currence in what is known as 
shock. 


In such cases the heart stops 
beating, though it is essentially 
normal, and though the individual 
has not necessarily been exhausted 
by preceding disease. 

Various attempts have deen 
made in these instances to start the 
stopped heart. Surgeons have mas- 
saged the heart during the course 
of &n operation, and various. me- 
chanical manipulations, such” as 
squeezing and pinching, have in a 
certain number of instances started 
the heart beating again. 

About 12 years ago there was de- 
veloped a method of starting the 
stopped heart by the injection of 
epinepkrin. 

It was found, however, that when 
the heart was started beating 
again, the prick: of the injecting 
needle as well as the drug were 
effective. 

More recently, an ingenious elec- 
trical apparatus was developed for 
the resuscitation of the stopped 
heart. -This electrical apparatus 
consists of a small generator to 
which are connected electrodes. It 
produces an electric current with a 
rhythmic. pulsation of from 30 to 
120 beats per minute, The elec- 
trodes are applied to the heart, 
which contracts under the stimu- 
lation of the generated current. 

This apparatus thus temporarily 
takes the place of what is physi- 
ologically known as the pace mak- 
er, a structure which is located 
within the heart musculature and 
which under normal conditions 
regulates the normg! © contractions 
of the heart.
